N.Y.. the heroic Machcath of 
the show; Jean Aulcnbach. the 
beautiful Polly Pcachum and Shir- 
ley Sproulc. the flighty Lucy 
Lockit. Mary Campbell heads the 
trollop* of the town as the willing 
Jenny Diver.

Louis 
Muhlstock's work is represented in 
the Montreal Art Association, in 
the National Art Gallery of Can- 
ada, in the Quebec Provincial 
Museum, the Toronto Art Gallery, 
and in the London Civic Gallery 
At present three o fhis paintings 
may be seen in the Spring Art Ex- 
hibition at the Montreal Art Asso- 
ciation.

The last Arts and Science Gen 
Nite to be held at Dawson look 
place last night. The first speaker 
of the evening was Dr. Nicholls. of 
the Chemistry Department at 
McGiil. 

Dr. Nicholls began his speech 
with a few humorous remarks, and 
then went on to emphasize the care 
that should be taken in selecting 
courses. He then cautionci against 
heavy specializing in later years, 
especially in science. He told the 
gathered students that it is better 
to have a knowledge only of the 
specialized subject. He alto advised 
the students to participate in af- 
fairs other than their specialty, such 
as community or national affairs. 
He ended his interesting talk by- 
warning the students not to make 
their decisions as to their exact 
future, but rather to accept oppor- 
tunities as they arise. 

The second speaker of the evening 
was Dr. Hare, of McGiil Geography 
Department. He stressed the need of 
knowledge of current and political 
events, advised youth of the 
privilege of combined student bod- 
ies to express opinion, and agreed 
with Dr. Nicholls in that a broad 
education is necessary for every 
student. His last remarks were on 
the necessity of reading, especially 
that of the Fine Arts. 

The last speaker of the evening 
was Or. Dando, of the English De- 
partment. He emphasized the 
necessity of oral expressing in pub- 
lic speaking, and mentioned the 
need of authors to bring out the 
tru|hs of situations, especially in 
current events. He placed English as 
a form of expression to set people 
thinking of themselves, and ended

CYCLICAL BUDGET 
Resolutions adopted by the Fed- 
eration convention, at which over 
150 young Progressive Conserva- 
tives from most Canadian Univer- 
sities were present, included a for- 
eign policy resolution "demanding 
an immediate show-down, peace- 
ful if possible, with the U.S.S.R. on 
the question of curtailment of Sov- 
iet expansion", and a fiscal policy 
resolution advocating budgeting 
and taxation based on ability to 
pay. 

Resolutions passed with the idea 
in mind that they be considered for 
inclusion in Progressive Conserva- 
tive Election Platforms included 
those askins lor a Dominion-Pro 
vincial Conference to amend the 
B.N. A. Act; and more effective an 
ti-combinc legislation. 

Further resolutions on matters 
which the students felt were of spe- 
cial interest to themselves and the 
general public included two ask 
ing for revision of the criminal code 
and an increase in student veterans' 
allowance proportional to the rise 
in the cost of living.

The curious melange of regret, sorrow, light- 
hcartedncsg and loneliness is difficult to under- 
stand in the face of the responsibility and worries 
which are being lifted from our shoulders. For 
external reasons, wc should feel a tremendous 
relief; no deadlines over which to panic; no 
criticism over which to brood and no newspaper 
to occupy our minds — even through lectures. 

This is not the case, however. These super- 
ficialities arc swamped by more essential sub- 
jective satisfactions, the most important of which 
is perhaps a fulfilment of a desire for creative 
accomplishment. Tor say what you will, the 
MeGill Daily, however inadequate ils critics 
choose to interpret it, does provide one with 
just Mich satisfaction. To take part in sonic 
aspect of the work necessary to produce The 
Daily, and to see it develop from disorderly 
copy sheets in the evening to the completed 
printed page the next morning is in itself. a pro- 
found satisfaction.

We have already mentioned criticism: it 
might be worth more complete consideration. 
The Daily has always been criticized: on oc- 
casion this criticism has been light, or severe, or 
even bitter. Wc have been accused of being 
partial to the "left;" and wc have been charged 
with discriminating against the "left." 

At the beginning of the year, we took pains 
lo expound the impartiality of The Daily. But 
to no effect. The impression and the attitudes 
toward The Daily remained as they always hail 
been. And so, wc breathed a long mental sigh, 
and resigned ourselves to the faet thai we would 
always be faced with critics. 

Rut. to add further fuel to an obvious para- 
dox, it, must be stated that The Daily is, and 
can only be. what its participating students make 
it. For it is the students who show an active

newspaper The Dnily turns out lo be. The tea 
son then, for widespread participation becomes 
obvious. 

Wc have wandered far afield in this, our 

"farewell"' editorial. But perhaps we have not 

digressed into absolute irrelevance.

Everything considered, The Daily has had a 
comparatively successful year. We have tried, 
subject to certain physical limitations, to strike 
n reasonable balance between local campus 
events, and broader university happenings. We 
have attempted as far as possible, to maintain 
an impartial and unbiased attitude toward all 
the various groups and clubs which, during the 
year, continuously clamour for recognition. 

This is not to say that there is no room for 
improvement. We arc fully aware that there 
have been inadequacies and shortcomings. Per- 
haps wc have not worked as efficiently as would 
have been desirable: our coverage, at times, 
might have been lacking or the inevitable error 
might have seeped in. But the present staff and 
its successors iiavc been made fully aware of 
these inadequacies and there is every reason to 
hope for an improvement next year. If our 
successors enjoy the complete co-operation of 
students and their officers, we can foresee these 

improvements becoming a reality. 

•> 

It is. therefore, with some reluctance that we 
commence the round of verbal handshakes and 
good-wishes; our reluctance in abdicating is only 
overcome by the thoughts of a better year to 
come. 

It is on behalf of the managing board that 
we extend to the whole staff of The Daily our 
most sincere thanks for their zealous and tinsel 
fish work — to them goes most of the credit for 
the past 09 issues of the paper. A hearty vote of 
thanks is also directed to the other students, not 
members of the staff, who contributed so gener- 
ously of their time and effort, both in construc- 
tive participation antl in verbal encouragement. 
Members of the Students' Executive Council 
have, by their loyalty and encouragement, also 
earned our gratitude. We have continuously 
wondered at the infinite patience and under- 
standing of our publishers, The Gazette. The 
"boys" in the composing room and others who 
have co-operated deserve more than this brief 
mention. 

There remains little lo be said other than lo 
rxtend our best, wishes to our successors, Fred 
Clcman, .lean Poulioi and Ccd. O'Donnell. You 
will learn much, as wc have; your patience will 
become exhausted at times, as ours has. But 
briefly, it is up to you.— A. T.

Admittedly, we have done a lot. 
The degree of our activity is with- 
nut precedent in former years at 
MeGill. We have produced a Bed 
and White Bevue. A Winter Car : 
nival has had its campus initiation. 
We appear to have been politically 
active, if the number of rlub 
speakers, meeting, and Mock Par- 
liaments are an indication of stu- 
Jrnt interest. There have been 
irveral play productions, and the 
Beggar's Opera is coming next 
week. We have 'with regrettably 
less enthusiasm) sponsored a relief 
:ampaign for the benefit of the In- 
ternational Students' Service. We 
nave debated, we have produced a 
"Forge", wc have played intercol- 
legiate and intramural sports. 
There have been many formal nnd 
informal dances; the Athletics 
Nights have been tremendously 
popular. Wc are members of the 
National Federation of Canadian 
University Students. We have a 
Film Society, and support a radio 
program and Choral Society. Many 
of us are active members of the 
Newman Club. Hillel. or the Stu 
dent Christian Movement. A large 
number of students are members 
of the MOO There is scarcely 
hobby or interest which is not rep- 
reiented by a group of the faithful, 
such as- the Camera Club, the 



Bridge Club, the History Society. 
In addition, there arc the things 
everyone lakes for granted, the 
Daily, the Annual, the Scarlet Key 
and the Bed Wings. And the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council. 

Even If no students participated 
in these activities, somebody would 
have to run them. There are ap- 
proximately 8.000 students study- 
inj at MeGill, and many will think 
that the long list of activities can 
hardly be too many for that num- 
ber of students. However, taking 
n approximate figure from the 
vote In the campus elections last 
week, it la doubtful if more than 
half, nn the most optimistic esti- 
mate, take part in campus nctivi- 
ties. A very different aspect of 
the picture is then revealed. 

The most Important point is that 
out of the students who do come 
to dances, plays, meetings, games 
and countless other events, those 
who organize and direct our activi- 
ties, the chairmen, producers, ex 
ecutlves and their workers, tend to 
be the same people. They form a 
nucleus of at most three or four 
hundred students. Their rcsponsl 
bilities are too great. Engaged as 
they are In three or four things at 
the same time, it Is impossible that 
they be fair to themselves, or to 
the activities which they are run- 
ning. 

Wn cannot continue to do no 

much, and to do it well. Much 
better would be a schedule which 
allowed us to accept responsibility 
less easily, to concentrate our ef- 
forts, and to produce even more 



creditable results. The serious stu- 
dent who Is also a "good citizen." 
nnd wishes therefore to be reason- 
ably aware of the major events of 
campus life, can no longer do jus- 
tice to the huge assortment pre- 
sented to him. The number of 
campus activities has far surpassed 
the needs or desires of the average 
student. We have greatly over- 
estimated the elasticity of univer- 
sity time. 

A student ought not tn be afraid 
to state that he is attending uni- 
versity primarily in order to learn 
and study the subject laid down in 
the academic curriculum. Other 
activities are helpful supplements. 
They give us many kinds of valu- 
able experience, and contact with 
fellow students which is not often 
available in the classroom. Many of 
us believe that a certain amount of 
extra-curricular activity Is indis- 
pensable if we are to get the most 
out of our college years. But most 
of us would admit that we are not 
at university primarily to learn 
that sort of organization and dir- 
ection, or to pick up practical 

know-how." We can get that else- 
where (although probably not as 
cheaply, in either time or money) 
But we cannot gat an academic 
discipline outside the university, 
and the amount of time consumed 
by extra-curricular activities Is en- 
dangering the reasonable balance 
between the two. 

No one would wish to decrease 
activities lo a point which would 
seriously curtail our opportunities 
for » full social and intellectual 
life. But campus activity has grown 



After a slow opening night on 
Friday the Markova-Dolln Ballet 
Ensemble came through with fly- 
ing colours on Saturday and Sun 
day to provide Montreal audiences 
with some of the best ballet seen 
here In recent seasons. They are 
a small and excellently trained 
group, and if their performance 
occasionally heked the polish and 
lustre of the large full company, it 
was adequate reward Indeed lo tee 
the various stellar techniques at 
their individual best. 

With Markova there is never a 
mediocre performance, in the ada- 
gio movement her control was 
truly magnificent, as was her 
ability to make a pose a sudden 
classic picture; and in the swifter 
movements she was as poised, 
dainty, and precise as we could 
wish any dancer to be. Her beauti- 
ful arm movements arc perhaps 
her greatest single attribute, if wc 
may dissect her technique. In 'La 
Mort du Cygne' she gave an effect 
of sustained movement that showed 
well the freedom of absolute con- 
trol. 

On the lighter side, Markova is 
a delightful comedienne. Nothing 
could have been more provocative 
than her interpretation of Anne 
Boleyn. An exact sense of timing 
makes a Markova comedy a sparkl 
ing and piquant masterpiece. 

Anton Dolin. too, displayed the 
same flamboyant comedy technique. 
As the rollicking and lusty Henry 
VIII he was the virtuoso buffoon, 
and, although slightly reminiscent 
of "Bluebeard', gave the role of the 
virile capricious Henry an exciting 
and vivid performance. As a part- 
ner for Markova, Dolin was superb 
That the pair arc such a classic duo 
is as much due to his discreet self 
effacement as to Mark ova's royal 
ability. In his solo moments he 
showed complete command of the 
ballet medium. 

Of the new works performed 
'Lady of the Camellias', choreo- 
graphed by Dolin was a distinct 
disappointment. A ballet ensemble 
of only ten people Is hardly enough 
lo convey the lushness fo the Du 
mas story. The choreography de- 
pended too much on pantomine, and 
tragic pantomime, at its best is n 
very delicate instrument. The ef 
feet was melodramatic. 

Much of the success of Henry 
VIII and His Wives was due to the 
brilliant choreography of Bosella 
Hightowcr. Each role was an en 
tlrcly individual creation, and the 
provocative costumes added much 
to the general effect of Henry's 
court. Jerome Bobbin's 'pas dc 
Deux when performed by Dolin, 
Markova, and Tuplne becomes 
minor masterpiece. Burlesque and 
mime were infectiously blended, 
the dancers enjoying it as much 
as the audience. 

The other members of the cast: 
Oleg Tupine was excellent in his 
solos, especially in "Choplnlanla" 
and in the "Blue Bird'' from the 
"Sleeping Beauty Suite" of Tchal 
kowsky. Bettina Bosay, too, showed 
to good advantage in this, as well 
as in the "Black Swan" from "Swan 
Lake," In which she shared hon 
ours with Wallace Seibert, the two 
receiving a deserved ovation for 
their youthful verve and brilliance.

A Nightmare

"His first strugrjlc with a sleeping-car made him doubt the value 
—to him— o/ a Pullman Ciuiluation." Henry Brooks Adams. 
Last nUht I had a dreadful nightmare. 

I was strolling about in thu Rue Neuve in Brussels— a street which 
compares to St. Catherine street in Montreal— when I came across a 
gang of newspaper criers. The men had the insane glance, the incoherent 
gestures and the threatening look of the strange beings who appear in 
our dreams. One of them, to boost his sales, started howling the sensa- 
tional headlines of the papers he offered the ramblers. 

I heard distinctly: "Americans have set "isa's Tower vertical." 
I became quite up.-^t by this news, but I kept enough serenity to hand 
the poor wretch one of the eight francs that, absent-mindedly, Mr. Gutt 
• the finance minister in 1044) had not frozen. 

Thr newspaper in rrammrd with pictures and their explana- 
tory captions. Two views ran through a quarter of Ihr first page, 
depicting the Tower as It had been before being straightened, and 
as it was after. At die bottom of the page, a group of lis engineers 
of the Dili Army was shown. They had rectified, In record time, one 
of the greatest blunders ol European architecture. 

In the space left between the pictures, statements from American 
soldiers who had farticipatrd in the work, were printed In bold-faced 
letters. A coloured man had said: 

"Now. the Bambinos can run around the Tower without danger of 
being caught in the collapse." 

The driver of an enormous bull-dozer had been interviewed: 

' We Americans." he said, "have crossed the ocean to bring old 
Europe modern methods which will enable it to afford the welfare and 
comfort it is longing for. We arc proud of collaborating in the progress 
of civilization. The Tower has been set upright within seventeen hours. 
Had we a?ed up-to-date machinery as in our yards in the States, instead 
of that of our field trains, the job would not have taken more than 
nine hours " 

A U.S.A.A F. Wing Commander declared: 

"The needs of warfare compelled us to ruin Italy: now we arc 
restoring the damage done by our bombing military targets; tomorrow 
we shall extend our rehabilitation work I cite Pisa's Tower as a first 
example of what we can do. More works will be performed, and after 
one year. Italy will be in a better condition than was ever imagined by 
Italians themselves." 

On the second pige, a war correspondent gave another piece 
of news: a team ol specialists had Just flown ban. to Hollywood, with 
the duty of organizing the clrrtlon for "the finest arms in the world." 
New arms would be rhosen for the "Venus of Milo," "a great statue 
injured by war action." With a Jury composed of three M.G.M. 
producers and the dean of a great university, who had been re- 
quested by cable, the competition would take place on a Callfornlan 
beach. 

A radio reporter of the NBC. interviewed by a friend of his 
working for the Associated Press, had asserted that young America 
would not limit its efforts to the field of industrial civilization, as many 
in Europe allege, but that the world would soon be aware of the Ameri- 
cans' highest performances in the artistic and philosophical sphere;, 
even at the cost of millions of dollars. 

When I awoke, I had just read of building a modern highway in 
place of the old Appiau Way, "really impassable, in rainy weather." The 
new road would conform to a modern contrivance, proved in Arkansas. 
A mixture of cotton and synthetic rubber was to be applied hot on a 
stainless steel foundation. With such a process, five miles of road would 
be achieved in seven hours. 

What Is (he meaning of sitrh a dream? Perhaps some European 
envy In frnnt of the strength of Young Amrrica. Prrhaps also Hie 
dream was a result of the llclgian national dish; in that case I 
should tell my countrymen that If thry like to eat mussels and 
Krrnch fried potatoes, they should have their dinner between 12 noon 
and 1:30 p.m.; they should never cat that meal In the evening when 
going out ol the theatre. And. to be sure, the day before, they should 
refrain from reading the reports of tJ.N.K.R.A. and the comments on 
"Lease and Lend Act."
